ST. LOUIS, August 5.— From thirty-five to forty per­ 
sons were killed and at least sixty injured when Missouri 
Pacific fast train known as No. 4 crashed into a local passen­ 
ger train at Sulphur Springs, 26 miles south of here at 7:30 
p. rn., according to an official bulletin issued by the Mis­ 
souri Pacific here shortly before m idnight 
Four rear coaches of the local train known as No. 32 
were telescoped, the bulletin stated. 
The accident occurred 
at the railroad station where the local passenger had stop­ 
ped to take water. 
Engineer Matt Glenn of St. Louis, on the fast train was 
instantly killed while his fireman, J. E. Tinsley was badly 
injured. 
Most of the injured, it was said, were Boy Scouts, who 
were returning from their summer camp at Ironton, Mo., 
about IOO miles south of the scene of the disaster. 
The 
names of the dead are not known, and many are said to have 
been so badly m angled that identification would be almost 
impossible. 
Relief trains from Poplar Bluff and De Soto were sent 
to the scene of the wreck carrying all persons available from 
the towns and cities along the route. 
The relief train from 
Poplar Bluff was manned by unit n men now on strike, who 
offered their services when the report of the disaster reach­ 
ed that town. 
Because of the confusion and the debris the relief work 
was greatly hindered and only slowly could the injured be 
taken from the wreckage. 
Among the first of the dead to 
be taken from the demolished coaches were: 
Rev. V. O. Panley of De Soto, Mo., Miss Irene Moon of 
Festus, Mo., and Engineer Glenn. 
One of the coaches was 
thrown into a creek, which runs along the track, and was 
com pletely demolished. 
The fast train was bound from Fort Worth, Texas, and 
the local from Poplar Bluff.

(By Associated Press) 
PARIS, Aug. 5.—Premier Poincare 
at noon today notified the German 
embassy at Paris that the first of 
a series of measures to conserve 
French interests against a lapse in 
Germany’s pre-war debt payments 
would be put into effect immediate­ 
ly. 
The notice followed the re­ 
ceipt of a note from Germany re­ 
fusing to meet the 2-million-pound 
installment of these payments to 
French citizens due August 15. 
The first of French measures con­ 
sists of the Immediate suspension 
of all payments to German nationals 
for debts contracted with French­ 
men before the war, both in France 
and Alsace-Lorraine.

OFFERED TO TEXAS

AUSTIN. 
TEX., Aug. 5.—Samuel 
F. B. Morse offered the Republic of 
Texas his invention of the electro­ 
magnetic telegraph in 1838, but the 
offer never was accepted, according 
to a letter by Mr. Morse found in 
the state library. * 
The letter, dated 1860, was addres­ 
sed to General Sam Houston, 
then 
governor of Texas, and withdrew the 
offer, which had been 
made 
more 
than 20 years 
before 
to 
General 
Houston as president of 
the 
Texas 
republic. 
The communication 
was 
written from “Po’keepsie,” taken by 
librarians to be Poughkeepsie. N. Y., 
It is dated August 9, 1860. 
Starting 
with “May it please your excellency*’ 
the letter read:

“In the year of 1838 I made an of­ 
fer ot gift of my 
invention 
of the 
electro-magnetic telegraph to Texas, 
Texas being then an independent re­ 
public.

URGE PEACE FOR 
TURKEY AND GREECE 


cr 
Each Unit Generously Large 


LONDON, August 5.—Prior to ad­ 
journment of the house of commons 
last afternoon for its summer recess 
there was a discussion on the situa­ 
tion in the Near East, during the 
course of which the government was 
urged to bring about an immediate 
settlement of the difficulties between 
Greece and Turkey. 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, in 
reply to questions, said the govern­ 
ment had nothing to conceal In Its 
policy and 
desired 
above 
all that 
peace should be established in the 
Near East. 
Reviewing Great Brit­ 
ain's relations with Turkey, he said 
this country had fought one big war 
to preserve Turkey from extinction 
and had constantly intervened to pro­ 
tect her from attack. 
“But,” he continued, “in August, 
1914. when we engaged in the strug­ 
gle of life and death, when Turkey 
could have assisted France and Great 
Britain she, without hesitation, as a 
result of conspiracy and intrigue en­ 
tered into before the war with our 
greatest enemy, did us the greatest 
injustice. 
I have no hesitation in 
aaying that her action prolonged the 
war. probably by a couple of years.” 
Lloyd George said the position was 
now that the allies were defending 
Constantinople against the Greeks, 
who undoubtedly 
would occupy it 
forthwith if the allies were not there. 
He said it w'as right that Constanti­ 
nople should be defended, but added: 
“Don’t let it be said that we are 
unduly favoring the Greeks and giv­ 
ing them some sort of preferential 
treatment.”
